COAL SHORTAGES LAID 
TO CARELESS EMPLOYES 


Commissioner Pyrke Reports Con- 
ditions in Up-State Cities 
Generally Satisfactory. 


Special to the New York Times. 

ALBANY, July 7.—Carelessness of 
employes of coal and coke companies 
in several cities up-State was re- 
sponsible for shortages found in the 
weights of fuel deliveries, Berne A. 
Pyrke, Commisioner of Agriculture, | ¢ 
said today in commenting on a re- 
cent survey made by a bureau in his 
department. Commissioner Pyrke 
said that generally there is accuracy 
on the part of the dealers in coal and 
coke in this: State and that of the 
shortages. recently found very few 
were due to intent to defraud. The 
violations are being checked up by 
the department, Commissioner Pyrke 
said, and he expects the result to be 
greater care in the future. 

The Commissioner recently directed 
Charles J. Reynolds,’ head of the 
Bureau of Weights and Measures, to 
conduct an investigation, and inspec- 
tors of the department visited "twen- 
ty-five cities, including Buffalo, 
Rochester, Syracuse, Albany, Troy, 
Schenectady and Poughkeepsie, mak- 
ing 111 inspections. 

The law- permits a tolerance, of 
thirty pounds to the ton for variation 
in scales and. wastage. In: the in- 
spection of 111 loads’ only twenty-| 
three showed shortage beyond the 
tolerance of thirty. pounds per ton. 
To ‘offset this, enty were over 
weight and sixty-eight were correct 
within the tolerance. 

Results of the inspection were most 
ee Commissioner Pyrke 
said. 

“While quite a few violations were 
found,”’ he continued, ‘‘on close in- 
vestigation we have become satisfied 
that, with very few exceptions, these 
were due to carelessness on the part 
of employes rather than to any in- 
tent to defraud onthe, part.of the 
principals. - In general ‘it may be said 
that the standards of honesty’ and 
accuracy among coal and coke deal- 
ers compere: -favorably with those of 
dealers in other commodities.’

Automatic Device Coupled to 
Adding Machine. Makes

Disputes. between banks and de- 
positors regarding canceled checks 
have long been a bane of the Amer- 
ican banking system, but it is ex- 
pected that they will become a thing 
of the past with the ‘widespread 


adoption of a new check-photograph- 


ine device invented by George L. 
McCarthy, formerly Vice President 
of the Empire Trust Company of 
New York.

COURSE OF MONEY RATE, 
THIS YEAR AND OTHERS 


Comparisons. of Swing of Call 
Money hharket Since the War 
Ended. 


Monday’s 10 per cent. rate for call 
money on the Shock Exchange, fol- 
lowed by almost immediate reaction 
on the next business day to 5 per 
cent,, caused much inquiry in Wall 
Street as to what has been the usual 
Sequence of exceptionally high rates.

It was caused 
deliberately by the banks; although 
it was common knowledge that banks 
were using their access to Federal 
Reserve facilities to obtain funds for 
the Stock Exchange call-loan mar- 
ket, which the law prohibits the Re- 
serve. banks from directly assisting. 

The one explanation which Wall 
Street has. not produced is. the ex- 
planation which used to be the most 
familiar of all. Nobody has insisted 
that the merchants and the pro- 
ducers were the guilty party; that 
the strain:on Reserve bank credit 
and the -rapid shrinkage of the re- 
serve percentage resulted from neces- 
sities of a sensationally expanding 
trade. When the stock market was 
pleading an alibi on older occasions 
of the kind, Industrial: Prosperity 
was the natural and acceptable 
scapegoat. But four years of reiter- 
ated emphasis on ‘hand-to-mouth 
buying’? and ‘‘low corporation inven- 
tories,’* coupled with that awkward 
weekly account of classified loans by

Self-Defense Defined, , 
The Supreme Court of Connecti- 
cut in the ‘case of Arlowski vs. 
Foglio has held that a person who 
upon making demand for his cattle 
on premises where they are unlaw- 
f-lly detained is ubjected ‘to a wan- 
ton assault and battery’ by’: the

Negligent Hunter. 

The case of Webster vs. Seavey be- 
fore the Supreme Court of New 
Hampshire involved. the. alleged 
negligence: of a hunter, ‘The Court 
ruled that due care may require a 
hunter, who hears a rustling in 
bushes which. he sees to move to re- 
frain from shooting’ without doing 


what one should reasonably do. to) 


find out what caused the commotion, 


‘even though he believes the object 


before him is a ‘deer, if he knows 
that there is an inconspicuously clad 
hunter in the woods.

Questions Raised About Value 
of Services and Handicaps 
That Are Met. 





MSHORTCOMINGS ARE CITED 


But Failure to ‘Stabilize’ Conditions 
Is. Put. Down: to the Legal 
Restrictions in Force. 


What is the matter with trade as- 
sociations?....Are, they...meeting the 
pressing problems oftheir ‘various 
industries successfully or are they, 
as present constituted, greatly handi- 
capped by lack of plan; executive 
ability and adequate’ financial and 
other. support? Do. present .condi- 
tions call fora recasting of the trade 
association idea as it has been. gen- 
erally accepted? 

While'no one denies the value of a 
trade. ..association, these questions 
have recently come to the fore. They 
are apparently based on dissatisfac- 
tion with the way a good many trade 
associations have functioned, and the 
thought is being expressed that im- 
pending developménts are leading to 
a type..of association. that will be of 
more. direct. benefit to the trade in 
which: it exists 

The recent formation of ‘“‘insti- 
tutes’’. in many, industries, in which 
the. conventional type of association 
has functioned for many years, is 
held to provide instances in point. 
Their organization has also brought 
up the question whether there is not 
room for two’ types of associations— 
one the social ‘‘annual meeting good 


fellowship type’’ and the. other the 
strictly. business kind. 


Fail in Effecting Stability. 


That many trade associations are 
falling down on their jobs is the con- 
tention of Stanley R. Stager, Exec- 
utive Director of the ‘Wool Yarn Job- 
Many 
associations, he asserted at. a recent 
trade meeting, have yg eget 
that, as now constituted, they are un- 
able to: function to any. substantial 
degree in the maintenance of stabil- 
ity, protection against abuses and 
unfair practices or in yp were! 
any practical means for adjustmen 
of the affairs of members in accord- 
ance with economic changes. To 
correct this, he advocates a binding 
contract between members and the 
association which will detail what 
members are required to. do and 
which provides. penalties or fines for 
infractions. 

Numerous: causes for failures of 
trade associations have. been out~- 
lined by EB. St. Elmo Lewis, business 
analyst. Seventy per cent., he says, 
are due to lack of proper analysis 
of the job to be done. Another chief 
cause, he believes, is failure to real- 
ize that a trade association is a busi- 
ness with unique problems of eco- 
nomic relationships, and that thére 
is a special technique necessary ‘in 
organi and conducting a. trade 
body just as there is in any other 
1928 business activity. 
Mr. Lewis also stresses the neces- 
sity for both administrative and ex- 
ecutive leadersh Failure to real- 
ize’ this, he conterids,.has put the 
work .of. the association ‘‘in the 
hands of cheap, incompetent; time- 
serving men who waste time and 
money in theoretical futilities or the 
selfish pursuit of personal ends.’’ 
The ve of trade association execu- 
tive, he says, should not be regarded 
as a sinecure for. a-friend, or a 
refuge for a business failure, nor can 
members expéct real results from an 
— it coetge for dues no , Sreater 
the. cost of a ‘‘salesman’s enter- 
parte of a first-class prospect.’’ 

The National Retail Dry Goods As- 
sociation is generally regarded as an 
outstanding example of ‘a successful 
trade association. Lew Hahn,’ who 
has been its managing director for 
ten years, traces its success to its 
purely educational conception. 


Sees No Need for Contracts. 


“Our association,’”’ he said, ‘‘in its 
many activities has tried to find the 
right point of view and has encour- 
aged and developed that viewpoint. 


Our members have realized this and 
have been prompt to follow and give 
unwavering support. In fact, 
everything we do the \ atetigliiy 
3 inciple been that this associa- 
on belongs to our members. I see 
no need for a contract, nor the. exer- 
cise .of. dictatorial. or penal powers, 

‘In the final analysis an industry 
will-have as good a trade association 
as it really wants. It will get men 
of high ibre who. will work out an 
effective gp os that will obtain 
moral and financial support, pro- 
vided the industry or craft really 
desires to get them. Trade associa- 
tions are successful or otherwise for 
the same reason that businéss meh 

are.’ 

James A. Goldsmith, former Pres- 
ident of the Silk Association of 
America, long considered of first 
rank among trade associations, in dis- 
cussing the functions of these or- 
ganizations, dwelt on the legal limi- 
tations imposed on them. ‘If the 
charge can bé made,” he said, ‘‘that 
representative trade associations are 
not. doing all they can to benefit 
theirindustries, the blame must rest

“The 
holiday also cut into totals, but.some 
of the best: resuits' of the year were’ 
reported for the .period just before 
the Fourth. 

In their reports for: June and the 
half year the two leading mail-order 
houses reported increases of 20 and 9 
per cent., respectively, with the 
larger house pushing ahead 82% per 
cent. last month over the samé pe- 
riod last year. The Woolworth chain 
reported a total increase of 9.77 per 
cent. for the six months, and ‘the old 
stores did 4.9 per cent. more busi- 
ness. The older stores of the Kresge 
chain obtained an increase of 4.52 per 
cent. and the total:gain for the sys- 
tem’ was. 12.383 per cent: ‘The depart- 
ment store average for the country 
will net match these increases, éven 
though thé June volume has shown a 
fair gain, but in certain districts the 
chain figures will be equaled. 

Within the next two weeks. the 
wholesale markéts expect to look 
after a large number of visiting buy- 
ers. The garment show taking place 
here this week will bring quite a few, 
and others will be present to -pur- 
chase sale and Fall requirements. 
During the week the active demand 
for goods wanted immediately has 
been accepted as evidence that Fall 
operations are likely to be started 
on a liberal scale.

Somewhat less 
than the usual sea- 
sonal letdown is 
noted in the indus- 
tries that. have 
been active, and the assumption is 
that the Summer will see operations 
fairly well maintained. Estimates 
gathered by the Regional Shippers’ 
Advisory Boards for the quarter just 
starting indicate that industrial pro- 
duction should be 6.4 per cent. above 
the volume for the third quarter of 
1927. These forecasts have been 
found fairly accurate, and, in this 
instance, bear out the notion. that 
the dip that started a year ago-is not 
likely to be repeated this season: 

The statistics coming forward on 
the half year’s operations in indus- 
try prove that reports of a mixed sit- 
uation have not been at all misiead- 
ing. Even the iron and steel busi- 
ness furnishes a striking contrast in 
a record steel] output and the lowest 
iron make since 1924. Other varia- 
tions are constantly showing up, and 
can be found not only between indus- 
tries. but between manufacturérs in 
the same field. Progressive industry 
and progressive management are-each 
distancing competition. 

With the one addition of the sub- 
stantial demand that has come for- 
ward for farm machinery, the desire 
for new housing and automobiles 
seems to have written the industrial 
record for the first half of the year.

From the cotn-

generally adopted by the medical sci- 
ences, they: have been little-used in 
the! descriptive natural sciences, it is 
pointed out: by Victor Pietschmann 
ot the- Museum of Natural History of 
Vienna, who believes that in the lat- 
ter field they would greatly facilitate 
studies. A picture may save months 
of painstaking technical work, ac- 
cording to Dr, Pietschmann, and for 
students it would save the laborious 
work of. microtomy and the subse- 
quent reconstruction of organs from 
sections: 

By using this method,: he. states, 
Many a valuable organism can be 
kept intact. that would otherwise 
have to be sacrificed for the purpose 
of study. 

Dr. Pietschmann says. that: so. far 
as he’ knows X-ray pictures have 
been. used in zoology an 
by a few worker? foro prac te 
only a way. Probably the firs 
to use them, .he declares, was Dr. 
David Starr Jordan, who reproduced 
oe photographs of fishes, but con- 
fined himself:in the main to showin 
the pictures without giving a detail 
description of the objects repre- 


nted. 
“One of the main reasons why this 
method ‘has been so little employed 
by biologists,’’ Dr. Pietschmann 
says, ‘'is the fact that its use neces- 
sitates expensive apparatus and ‘that 
the pictures have to be made by care- 
fully trained experts, who are thor- 
oughly familiar with all details of the 
process. In addition to that, the pic- 
tures themselves are quite expen- 
sive, and as a consequence only in- 
stitutions with large available. funds 
are able to undertake the work. 
Because of the splendid coopera- 
tion between the Queen’s Hospital 
and Bernice P. Bishop Museum of 
Honolulu, I have been able to realize 
my ambition to study by means of 
X-rays the majori of the repre- 
sentatives of the ichthyological fauna 
of a relatively large area and also to 
make. observations and experiments 
regarding the adaptability of. this 
method to biological studies as a 
whole. 

“An undeniable advantage of the 
Roentgen method, as compared with 
all others, is that every bone, even 
the finest, may be seen in its natural 
position. Even the intermuscular 
ossifications not connected with the 
skeJeton can be. clearly observed; 
whereas by any other known method 
their accurate position in relation to 
the rest of the body can be deter- 
mined only with the greatest diffi- 
culty. Even while-dissecting in the 
most careful and exact manncr, one 
cannot avoid cutting off some very 
fine points of the ribs:or projection; 
from some other bonés. An X-ray 
picture makes this unnecessary. 

‘The X-ray picture would be espe- 
cially valuable’ for studying fossils: 
above all for the’ study of fossil 
fishes. An X-ray picture resembles 
such a fossil much more than a 
Skeleton without any of the soft 
parts could possibly do. While these 
parts are rather dim on the negative. 
they are sharply circumscribed and 
temind one of the shape of -the fos- 
silized animal, whose outlines and 
soft parts of the body can only be 
distinguished by a discoloration. of 
the. stone. 

‘In differentiating a’ number of 
closely related species of the same 
genus, whose only: ‘differences con- 
sist in colors and small dissimilarities 
of the body, the paleontologist is 
faced with an extremely difficult 
problem. It might be said that, in 
the meaning applied. to living species. 
such a procedure is futile. By means 
of X-ray pictures real species distin- 
vnuish themselves. through constant 
differences « between each other 
(small differences of the skeleton, in 
the. air-bladder,...etc.).... These -dif- 
ferences, however, in many species 
are so inconsiderable that we can 
hardly use-them.as a basis for dis- 
tinguishing paleontological species, if 
we consider that the fossil print in- 
corporates a number of changes and 
disturbances of the ‘several parts of 


¥y. 
‘In studying the skeleton, the pos- 
sibilities of biological investigation 
are by no means exhausted. Even 
the usual X-ray picture. shows - that 
the soft parts of the body appear on 
the negative in varying degrees of in- 
tensity.. On fishes, for instance, the 
air-bladder will appear very clear and 
sharply outlined, esneécially if the pic- 
ture -has been taken immediately 
after the death ‘of the animal. A 
procedure, so generally adopted in 
medical practice, to inject certain 
solutions or emulsions into cavities 
on account of their | relative imper- 
meability to X-rays in order to make 
them visible .on the negative, points 
a way to a method which has been 
hardly used at all. ‘s 

“T injected barium sulphate solu- 
tions into the heart and the larger 
vessels of fishes and obtained pic- 
tures which are clear to the most 
minute detail; many show even the 
last capillary vessels absolutely plain. 
That.in such pictures each vessel will 
be-shown ‘in its-true position and re- 
lation to’ the rest of the body goes 
without saying. Here again the ad- 
vantage of saving a great amount of 
time and work is apparent. Biologists 
are well aware that investigations in- 
volving the smaller vessels demand 
preparations which involve months of 
painstaking technical work. 

“I know of a distinguished. scien- 
tist whose studies of the position and 
relations of the smaller vessels of 


in-|the human heart demanded years of 


his time. An X-ray picture of a 
properly injected. organ might have 
shortened that time to a few. hours. 
is possible to make just as ‘easily 
studies of the vessels of the inverte- 
brate animals,; As a matter of fact; 
these promise even more success, be- 
cause there are no skeletons to dis- 
turb the picture. The practice of 
using certain selective staining meth- 
ods for representing certain éle- 
ments: of the bodyfor instance; the 
nervous system—seems to me to be 
altogether within the limits of adap- 
tation.

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Railroad's Estimate of $10,000 


an Acre at Buffalo Shrinks- 
Under City Assessment. : 


$1,378,000 CUT TO $498,626 


Court of Appeals Found Problem In 
Lehigh Valley’s Protest Against 
Assessment. 


The Court of Appeals, faced recent- 
ly: with the legal problem of fixing 
the value of land under water at 
Buffalo which yields no income, held 
that the fact that the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad put a valuation of $10,000 
an acre on the property when seek- 
ing an adjustment of its capitaliza- 
tion with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and it was to the com- 
pany’s interest to do so, did not bind 
the company to accept this. valuation 
when the Buffalo City assessors es- 
timated it at $1,378,000. | 

Judge Kellogg, writing an ‘opinion 
in which Chief Judge Cardozo and 
Judges Pound, Andrews, Lehman 
and O’Brien concurred, reversed @ 
decision by the Appellate Division of 
the Fourth Department. upholding 
the assessment. Judge Crane, who 
dissented, in explaining his reason- 
ing, said: 

“Relator railroad company, when 
it was seeking adjustment of its 
capitalization before the . Interstate 
Commerce Commission, desired to 
fix the valuation of its property at 


as high a figure as possible. We 
must assume that it. did not inten- 
tionally deceive the commission. It 
sought to get from the commission a 
ruling which would give it as large 
an income as the law and the facts 
would allow. It therefore placed a 
valuation through real estate experts 
upon this property of $10,000 an acre. 

“Now that it has to give instead 
of receive; is obliged to give to the 
public in the form of taxes instead 
of get from the public by the sale 
of securities, it complains that the 
valuation of $6,000 an acre is too 
high; that it should be very material- 
ly reduced. 

“I think a good safe way to pro- 
ceed in all these matters is to take 
the railroad company at its own 
valuation. It at least leads to fair 
dealing. Such methods justify criti- 
cism and lack of public confidence. 
If $10,000 was a proper valuation 
upon which to get money, $6,000 was 
none too high for taxation. I know 
of no rule which permits such dras- 
tic fluctuations according to the. pur- 
pose of the valuation.”’ 

The fact that Lake Erie had much 
to do with most of the tract being 
under water was shown in the opin- 
ion of Judge Kellogg, who said that 
the tract is slightly in excess of 226 
acres, about two miles from the busi- 
ness centre of Buffalo, all of which, 
except about twelve acres, lies under 
the waters of Lake Erie, at a mean 
depth of’ about 8.6 feet. Many years 
ago the company acquired part of 
the land at one time forming the 
Lake Erie shore line, but ‘‘the 
waters of Lake Erie, through a 
series of years, had washed away the 
original shore so that it became nec- 
essary for the Legislature to estab- 
lish the correct bound line, ‘‘which 
in 1913 was so fixed that the rail- 
road holdings had an area of 111.49 
acres, about 100 acres of which were 
under water. 

From 1917 to 1922 the City of Buf- 
falo assessed the property at about 
$760 an acre. The railroad in 1921 
bought the remainder of the present 
holding at about $750 an acre, which 
carried its proprietorship to the es- 
tablished harbor line. The folloving 
year the city assessed the entire hold- 
ing at about $6,000 an acre, and the 
present suit to correct the assess- 
ment resulted. Judge Kellogg said: 

“Self-evidently the exact counter- 
part of the realtor’s land does not 
exist. Nor has any parcel of land 
similar in area, location and adapt- 
ability for industrial uses ever been 
the subject of purchase and sale. 
Consequently no identity of opinion 
on the part of traders as to the 
value of this land, tested by moneys 
preter paid and received for other 
lots of an identical character, has 
ever been exhibited by any market. 
Moreover, the land, which is almost 
wholly submerged, has never been 
put to industrial uses and has never 
produced a revenue. Thérefore its 
value cannot be judged by the fact 
of market price or the fact of pre- 
vious.earnings. It must necessarily 
rest, for the purposes of this. pro- 
ar’ in the opinion of the trier 
of fact, based upon data of an ex- 
ceedingly uncertain and unsatisfac- 
tory character.’’ 

The case was sent for trial to a 
referee who. found that the total 
value of the land was not in excess 
of $498,626, and the Supreme Court 
in Buffalo reduced the assessment to 
this sum. The Appellate Division 
having reinstated the original assess- 
ment, the appeal to the highest court 
followed. ncluding his opinion, 

e Kellogg said: 

“Summarizing the proof we find 
this state of facts: The land in 
tion is Sen, unproductive of in- 
come. o tract of land similar in 
area and location has ever been the 
subject ofa market sale. No offers 
for the entire tract have ever been 
received. Lands similarly located 
which have brought a substantial 
price have a total ea of twenty 
acres; or less than dne-tenth the 
Sepenee of the land in question.

Judge Samford, speaking for the

MANCHUS’ PICTURE BLINDS. 


Bamboo Art From Peking Palace 
Placed on View in Chicago, 


Some remarkable and highly artis- 
tic bamboo blinds, made exclusively 
for the palace of the Manchu Em- 
perors in Peking, and believed to be 
the only ones ever brought: out of 
China have been placed on exhibition 
in the Field Museum of Natural His- 
tory in Chicago. Because of their 
rarity and the fact that they could 
not be duplicated, they are regarded 
as priceless by museum authorities. 

The blinds are unique in technique. 
They are decorated with elaborate 


pictures formed by strips of silk of 
various colors wrapped around the 
narrow bamboo rods, each less than 
one-sixteenth of an inch in thickness. 
Part of the color and design of these 
pictures is formed by e natural 
grain of the wood itself, which is 
the spotted variety of bamboo and is 
left- bare in such places. as the de- 
sign requires. Great skill was nec- 
essary in matching the tiny strips of 
wood, and the pictures achieved are 
described as being of a high order, 
as distinct and striking as a fine oil 
painting. One of the blinds pictures 
a lotus pond, with cranes in the 
water, and clouds and bats above; 
another ‘‘silk-and-wood mean is 
of a phenix, with peonies and but- 
terflies; and a third depicts a moun- 
tain landscape, with trees, a pavilion 
and a bridge. 

Dr. Berthold Laufer, Curator of 
Anthropology, obtained these blinds 
while he was in China as-leader of 
an expedition sponsored by Captain 
Marshall Field. They are about 150 
years old. The display has been 
placed in Stanley Field Hall. of the 
museum. 

In the same exhibit is an unusual 
piece of eighteenth century cut vel- 
vet, representative of a lost Chinese 
art. is is a long strip of crimson 
velvet in which, by a process of. cut- 
ting parts of the nap according to 
the design, and by wedving in gold 
thread, a picture is produced of the 
Eight Immortal Genii of Chinese re- 
eee beliefs, surrounding the God 
of Longevity.

French Savant Asserts Dramatist 
Frequénted the. Court’ of 
Henry of Navarre. 


According, to,a statement by the.ed- 
itor of Le Temps’ of: Paris; ‘German 
and even English’ Shakespearean 
scholars will have to look to their 
laurels in consequence of the: -re- 
searches made by Abel Lefrano of 
the College de’ France, member of ‘the 
Institute, who is about to publish 
three volumes embodying his find- 
ings.: Among: the revelations offered, 
one which is likely to: be disputed: in 
England and: Germany':is that the 
Bard of Avon was: a:great traveler. 
Professor Lefrano:regards as ‘‘an ab- 
surd' légend’"’ the coriviction that he 
never left England, 

**In. fact he-made long. journcys on 
the Continent,’ he said; ‘‘and visited 
the principal ‘States of Europe. Hel; 
lingered longest in France, proof of 
which, isto be found. in: his: know!l- 
edge of the French language, litera- 
turé and our customs. Did he not 
translate a passage from Montaigne 
long before:the ‘Essaies’ were known 
in England?” 

Professor. Lefrano is said, to Have 
discovered in the archives of the Star 
Chamber Court at London the docket 
of the famous hunting trial, which is 
described. in. ‘‘The.

BARS ago, before picture 

theatres had become picture 

palaces, large and vivid sign- 

boards gave promise and en- 
ticement to the youth of the land. 
Sometimes they showed harassed 
maidens bound to the rails ‘while 
thundering express trains rattled 
mearer, sometimes they displayed 
large, fat gentlemen in the act of 
hurling pies.

HERE is nothing new under 

the sun.

It is to the 
drama what the bromide is to the 
writing man~something shopworn 
and down at the heels. Hokum is 
merely old stuff which, despite an- 
tiquity, has been found to “get 
over,” as the actors say, with an 
audience. It fs the antithesis of 
something new and novel. And when 
anything that is new and novel 
finally becomes threadbare, it is 
then hokum. 


Gagged Interludes. 


The definition given by the New 
Century Dictionary: is one leading to 
confusion and founded on a mis 
nomer, to wit: ‘‘Elements of. low 
comedy or crude humor introduced 
into_a play or the like for the laughs 
they may bring; also, sentimental or 
pathetic matter of an elementary or 
stereotyped kind introduced. into a 
play or the like.”’ 

Among actors, “low comedy and 
crude humor introduced into a play’’ 
to get laughs, js not called hokum, 
but a gag.

England. ..There musical 
art .has;.4.etatus different from ours 
andthe’ difference “is:of more than 
passing:.interest.: It can hardly be 
disputed, that in.certain respects, as, 
for sxample,. the technical quality. of 
professional musical performances, 
En; ig behind America. The mat- 
ter," however, is not one-sidéd. It 
could not be one-sided in a country’ 
whére; asin England, there is such 
a democratic..and truly . amateur 
spirit. in music. 

The words ‘‘amateur’”’ and “ie 
teurish’’. may be used either) as 
praise....or.. reproach, © particularly 
where discussion. of.an art is con- 
cerned. In America there is a real 
need of the amateur spirit as it is 
found today in. England. A _ con- 
stantly increasing number of people 
in that.country-are cultivating music 
with intelligent interest dnd enthusi- 
asm, for the love of the art, and not 
for professional or financial reasons. 
Music in England is again. becoming 
a home product, and not an impor- 
tation, as in the past. This is due to 
many ‘causes, among which, doubt- 
less,. the political and.economic con- 
ditions of the war and the years that 
have followed are important. As has 
happened before, and in other coun- 
tries than England, native art has 
had a tendency to develop in inverse 
proportion..to national -misfortunes. 
Not the least significant’ of Dr. Whit- 
taker’s, remarks was. his declared 
belief that the leading composers of 
England have never been so close to 
the ‘people as they are today.- What 
could be a more favorable omen for 
the future of a national art?. - 


In America the days of prosperity 
and professionalism are Upon us: 
We are economically something near 
the. position. that England occupied 
three-quarters and half a century 
ago. Our relation to ‘music*is very 
much what hers was: at: that time, 
although we substitute for the -minis- 
trations of a dead Handel and a liv- 
ing Mendelssohn a much wider reper- 
tory and,.in our principal ‘ musical 
centrés, higher technical standards, 
probably, than England has. ever 
known.

Its, tanks 
are those of amateurs and common- 
ers—postmen, stenographers, , school 
teachers, miners.

The ‘majority of those 
who undértook the music courses 
with Dr. Whittaker were wholly un- 
informed on. the subject. They were 
encouraged, in fact requested, to ask 
any questions and to insist:thatevery | 
‘point be made. clear to'them. Thus 
the question of ‘a minor, -at’an open- 
ing class, whether there was any re- 
lation. between the’parts of ‘music 
and the parts of speech.. It:isia. little 
difficult to imagine:a miner in Amer- 
ica asking any’ such question;: and 
still more’ difficult to imagine. an 
American student courageous enough 
to get up in class and display an 
equal lack of knowledge and need ‘of 
information on the subject. The man 
who asked this question was one of 
a group of pit men in a mining dis- 
trict:a long- way from railroads,’ in 
a place where the classes, at the re- 
quest of the workers, range from 
music and English literature to eco-+ 
nomics—naturally an important and 
absorbing... topic—psychology .. and 
art criticism. The very significant 
process of the worker’s education in 
England has far wider and more in- 
teresting applications than the mere 
question of musical training. It must 
‘suffice here to point out its bearing 
upon the position that music is com- 
ing to occupy in the lives of ‘all 
classes of the English people—a 
thing for which we have no parallel 
in America. 


The choir instruction, even when 
the instructors are men of eminence; 
is do.e: almost invariably without 
pecuniary reward. The pay of the 
musician -in-:England~ today; espe- 
cially of the great numbers who 
labor humbly at teaching or at organ 
playing in the village church, is very 
small. It ‘seems almost as if the 
earnestness of the musicians and the 
profound and intense love that they 
have for their.task, as servants of 
the community, is in inverse ratio 
to the amount: of: money earned by 
the —transaction.—-- The--competitive 
singing festivals have flourished,’ of 
course, for many years... In the: past 
they. often awarded: pecuniary prizes 
for the» best chorus singing. More 
recently this practice has. been dis- 
couraged, for several- good ‘reasons. 
Today the prize is likely to consist 
in the’ public’ arinouncement: and 
recognition of the finest performance 
of the festival and ‘the ‘explanation 
of the reasons for the bestowal of 
the prize by the Adjudicator, who is 
an institution. unknown: in: America, 
and one that would add a novel and 
interesting feature to our music 
festivals. . : 

The elimination of monetary prizes 
came about: partly through the, fact 
that the prize money usually meant 
@ great deal to the winning chorus; 
since the choruses whith cathe any. 
distance to the festival were often 
sorely taxed to find the’ means for 
traveling, whjle: it meant keen disap- 
pointment, for .practical..as well. as 
artistic reasons, to the losing organi- 
zations. There was further the: inten- 
tion ‘to substitute: entirely the ama- 
teur-for the professional’ or merce- 
nary purpose. In these times of crass 
materialism and of great need among 
the poorer people of England, the 
plan has worked very well, A fine

The ‘primary chatestariatio of the 
genuine negro dancing as it is found 
in its native haunts, many hundreds 
of miles south of Harlem, is relaxa- 
tion—not only physical relaxation, 
but mental and even moral as well. 
Unhappily, it is this last aspect, that 
hag attracted the white man, and the 
effect. has been that what was once 
the simple and naive expression of 
an uninhibited mentality has become 
pretty generally brazen, sophisti- 
cated and vulgar. The rerude and 


signed to the mulattos 

no more akin to the spontaneous 
rhythmic abandon of her Dixie heri- 
tage than are the efforts. of her 
white colleagues to imitate them. She 
—and,. for. that. matter, all, other 
dancers, whatever their race or color 
—would do well to examine the 
natural negro dancer in his approach 
to the. dance, 


The lazinéss of the Southern negro’ 


is proverbial, and it ‘would be a 
thankless task to attempt to disprove 
it;°yét there is a side to this laziness 
which is not only far from reprehéen- 
sible but acttially much to be ad- 
mired. This is the ability to employ 
thé minimum of muscular exertion in 
the pérformance of a physical action. 
If only one hand is necessary, the 
Southern negro sees no reason for 
makitig both hands work; and in his 
dahcing the same méthod holds true. 
Instinctively he applies his energy 
only to the particular part of the 
body where it is needéd to produce 
an éffect at the moment and all the 
rest of the body is muscularly at 
ease. 


This in itself is an object that 
dancers of the white racé generally 
attain only by diligent effort, and 


in the vast majority of cases néver | 
attain at all, though its desirability |‘ 


is unquestionable. It allows for 
normal breathing even during the 
most violent exertion, and even ren- 
defs such exertion possible to a de- 
gree and for a duration of time al- 
most beyond the contemplation of 
the white dancer. Similarly, it gréat- 
ly increases the range of activity by 
bringing into play highly unorthodox 
movenients of the hips, the shoulders 
and the knees as well as of the head 
and neck. These movements, fre- 
quéntly of doubtful propriety and al- 
most without exception grotesque, 
are produced, one would hazard, ‘not 
because they are grotesque or im- 
proper, but because of a strong de- 
sire to leave no portion of the anat-: 
omy unresponsive to the musical 
impulse. 
Such conservation of energy is not 
to ‘be acquired solely by mtscitiar 
means; it has its ‘sourée in’ the 
deeper processes of the mentality, 
the-normal negro’s mentality being 
as relaxed.as his body. He conserves 
mental energy as well’ as physical. 
If his interest is directed towarda 
specific end, it is difeéted there ‘in 
its entirety; if he is éngaged in 
making a movement, ‘whether it is. a 
large one ora small one, éverything 
he has goes into it. There are no 
méntal . reservations. ; He does not. 
worry about form or “rhythm, or 
whether he will be criticized for this 
or blamed for that, aid 'the result is 
that from this total /absorption in 
what he is doing there-flaw form and

These two elements of, relaxation, 
together with an inherent feeling for 
rhythm and suspense, constitute the 
distinctive elements of the-true negro 
dance; and these very.elements: are 
what Harlemization tends to. destroy. 
To be, sure, the rhythmic qualities 
are too strongly entrenphed to be 


easily disturbed, but with sophistica- 
tion at such a premium it is only a 
question of time ‘until even they are 
dulled. Even now they have as 
sumed a stereotyped form analdgous 
to the monotony of the bulk of jazz 
music which, like the: dancing, is 
created to satisfy a market demand. 
Thére are, of course, several indi- 
viduals who stand out as striking ex-

W YORK provides hospitals 
for its rich and its. poor: 
Now it proposes to establish 
an institution spétially de- 
signed for the benefit: of: the ““white 
collar” ¢lass—that preponderant’ 50 
per cent. of the city population which 
is neither rich nor poor. 

The proposed new Gothain Hospt- 
tal is the axis of this plan. A site 
has been purchased at Central Park 
West and 107th Street and a $3,000,- 
000 endowment is being rou. Such 
ah endowment, it is estimatéd, would 
enable the Gotham Hospital to main- 
tain modern hospitalization for those 
of moderate means, even to the point 
ot irnishing such service below 
cost, if necéssary. The Women's 
Medical Association of Néw York 
City, Inc., is sponsor for this pro- 
gram to “‘keep down theicost of 
sickness.”: In tendering a cértificate 
of the plan’s convenience + neces- 
sity, the group says:

The Gotham Hospital would. also 
provide new opportunities for men 
and women physicians to work to 
gether. The hospital, the associa- 
tion says, ‘would correspondingly. as 
sist the advancement of women. phy- 
sicians and surgeons (some 700 in 
New. York City) who now find it 
difficult to make hospital affiliations. 
The chiefs of staffs would be women, 
but the staffs themselves would com- 
ptise both men and women. The 
hospital’s laboratories, operating 
réoms, clinics and other f ties, 
the plan ééts, forth, will be open 
alike tothe man and woman doctor. 

Income From Trust Fund. 

Under the Gotham. Hospital plan a 
trust fund of $3,000,000 will be set 
aside and managed by a trust com- 
pany. The ‘tncome from this trust 
fund will’ be used ‘to: make-up the 
difference between the amount pa- 
tients can afford-to pay and the cost 
of the: hospital service. In 1927,. fig- 
utes aré offered to show, 78 per cent. 
of the beds in New York’s private 
hospital rooms cost the patient from 
$7 to -$22's day, Qne hundred and 
fitty beds in the Gotham Hospital, 
the wometi's medical body says, will 
be available at from $8 to $5 a day. 
Hospital feés will be kept corre- 
spondingly low. 

A patient might not be able to pay 
the usual fee of the physician or 
surgeon, and yet might not wish to 


éduld avail himself of the benefits 
of the trust fund, it {s explained, 
whereby he would receive medical or 
Surgical attention at: a figure he 
could afford and without ‘being sent 
toa ward, The medical man, in turn, 
would receive a modérate fee for ser- 
vices he would otherwise render. for 
nothing.

Inforgaal Salis onthe 
Use Geometric Designs 
In Many Variants 


AMES of distinction among the 
couturieres of Paris, where once 
the tailored costume was taboo, 

are attached to the best designs in 
sports dress this season, for the de- 
mand for frocks of this type tops 
that for every cther sort. The de- 
signs no longer follow the line of 
least resistance, as the ‘sports 
clothes of the last two seasons have 
seemed to do, but depart into orig- 
inal composition. 

The modernistic trend in design, 
particularly, is finding its expression 
in dresses of this general type, since 
the soft gowns of the moment for 
day and evening wear are drawing 


their inspiration: from ‘the’ periods’ 


when subtle curves and undulating 
drapery were the fashion. The 
severely tailored Mnes of the sports 
type of frock lend themselves readily 
to geometric lines and angles; and 
in the latest offerings these are 
appearing in profusion. 

Two artists, Suzanne Talbot and 
Jane Regny, are making strikingly 
tailored models that make a direct 
appeal to American women because 
of their practicality and youthful 
appearance. 


Regny uses tweeds, the Rodier 


’ weaves, flannel, kasha, and all such

materials as a. genuinely athletic 
woman wears. She is one of the 
modistes who ventures to continue 
making, with unvarying success, 
the plain wrap-around o- straight 
skirt, in this season of universal 
pleats. With this, in several slightly 
diversified models, she makes a 
severely tailored overblouse, which 
is leather-belted, very swagger and 
boyish. 

Among the midsummer sports suits 
from Regny are some smart and de- 
cidedly wearable models in the new 
washable jersey, which is found to 
be a most suitable fabric for the 
beach or for yachting, and ideal for 
ocean travel. Dress of this sort be- 
ing .for leisure times, the designer 
responds to the modernistic mode by 
introducing a crépe scarf, which is 
attached at one shoulder and ar- 
ranged in sections to form deep col- 
ored points as the crépe is drawn 
under the belt to terminate at the 
bottom of the straight sweater 
blouse. 

This most engaging. suit is made of 
pérvenche blue jersey, and with the 
searf, of the same shade, is com- 
bined rose-pink crépe to form the 
geometric pattern.

ACKING lace with loosely

Ensembles all of lace solve the 
problem of Summer evening clothes 
most satisfactorily.

The lion in the centre 
is much more militant, and appears 
to have the diminutive companion 
between its teeth, Possibly this is 
not the casé, but, at any rate, the 
claws are emphatically out, and all 
in all one fears the worst. The third 
lion, again, would seem to have ne 
ulterior motive in mind as regards 
what may be another of the queer 
medieval rabbits—in this case the 
entire head is missing. 

These lions, and the indefinite ant- 
mal at the feet of the effigy, have 
extraordinary faces, with strongly 
marked human traits. Rousseau, the 
douanier, never portrayed stranger 
beasts. Medieval animal carvings 
provide no end of interest and arouse 
speculation wherever met with. The 
subjects are numerous, deriving from 
many sources. Often they seem to 
have come from the East and as 
often seem sponsored by ancient 
chronicles, such as the Bestiaries, in 
which pagan and Christian threads 
are inextricably tangled. Doubtless 
St. Francis of Assisi, who was born 
near the close of the eleventh cen- 
tury, helped popularize the animal 
theme. And, according to the French 
scholar, Emile M&le, sculptors in a 
later century ‘‘peopled the churches 
at will with plants and animals 
chosen for purely decorative reasons, 
but with a confused idea that the 
cathedral is an epitome of the world 
and so a place in which all God’s 
creatures may find a home.”’ 


Truly, the animal kingdom was the 
footstool of the Middle Ages: 

While we encounter frequent speci- 
mens that are known to us (at least 
that are dimly recognizable as ani- 
mals we. know), there is, as well, a 
fascinating menagerie of mythical 
creatures—the unicorn, the griffin, 
the dragon, the phoenix, the basilisk 
and what was known as the adder. 

The adder of the Middle Ages was 
supposed to lose its inimical power 
while listening to the song of cer 
tain charmers. Sometimes this ani- 
mal (if it may be called such) is 
shown with one ear pressed to the 
ground and the other ear stopped 
with the end of the tail. It has 
heard afar off the song of the 
charmer and has taken this position 
as a means of remaining mee

Claws Armed With Teeth. 


When turned on its: back it would 
be helpless were it not for the tail, 
which it plunges into the sand and 
usés as a means of turning itself 
again on its feet. Its claws are more 
numerous than those of the ordinary 
jobster or crab; it has three pairs. 
The first two are three-jointed and 
short and enable it to tear its prey 
into shreds, as some claws are armed 
with teeth. The mouth is located 
among the feet and with the aid of 
all but the rear digging feet it man- 
ages to feed itself.

"tee nity living descendant of the 
trilobites is the king crab, or, as he 
is more frequently called, the horse- 
shoe crab. Found on‘all the beaches 
of Eastern United States and in 
China in early Spring and Summer, 
horseshoe crabs come ashore in 
droves to spawn. As they draw near, 
observers note that the crab is 
plowing its way through the water. 
In shallow depths the body appears 
dome-shaped, without apparent vis- 
ible means of locomotion, for the 
horseshoe crab wears armor on its 
back, as does the tortoise. 

His scientific name is Limulus poly- 
phemus. In the West Indies, where 
the dried shell is used as a dipper, 
the common name is saucepan crab, 
but, as in the case of his original 
ancestor, the scientists have moved 
him from among the crabs into the 
spider clan. 

The horseshoe or king crab breathes 
through gills, lives in the water, 
wears an armor as hard as the crus- 
tacean, but his body is segmented 
after the manner of the spider; it 
has a sheath-like head, kidney- 
shaped eyes are perched.on its.top, 
while the lateral eyes, smaller but 
more numerous, are set on the side 
head: When the young are hatched 
they do not make conspicuous 
changes of form, as do the crabs, 
but closely resemble their elders, al- 
though they are tailless and molt 
many times in the process of their 
growth. Moreover, the , horseshoe 
crab resembles the spider in one 
other respect, The females eat their 
mates. j 

A few years ago they were so thick 
on the mud bottoms of Jersey and 
Delaware and the beaches of Long Is- 
land that. they covered the sand like 
carpet and ‘could be shoveled up in 
wagonloads. Farmers came regular- 
ly to cart them home to their pigs, 
while they took the eggs to their 
chickens. 


Made Into Fertilizer. 


Even now the helpless king crabs 
are captured in pens built for the 
purpose and allowed to perish in the 
sun. After a time their dried re- 
mains are carted to the fertilizer 
mills to’ be ground. The States of 
New Jersey and Delaware lease the 
lands ‘to the farmers for this pur 
pose, so consequently each year the 
king crabs diminish. 

It is recorded that in 1856 “1,200,- 
000 king’ crabs were captured on 
one mile of beach at Town Bank, 
N. J. The narrator of the story says 
that the crabs walked over each 
other in their anxiety .to find spots 
in the.sand where they .could dig 
holes. for their eggs. Both the male 
crab and, female come ashore. The 
female, being the larger and stronger, 
carts one male on .her back and 
often drags three or four after her, 
each clinging to the tail of his. pred- 
ecessor.. Since one single., fully 
grown: mother lays 10,000 eggs, she 
needs -many males to place fertiliz- 
ing sperm in the water. 

The eggs are very small, vividly 
white. and difficult to distinguish 
from the white sand in .which they 
are deposited.

From 25,000 to 300,000 are caught 
annually in pens built by the farmers 
of New Jersey and Delaware. Red 
wings, grackles and flickers hold 
joyous obsequies over the carcasses, 
often picking the live crabs apart. 
Finally the dead crabs are shipped 
up the river in boats to fertilizer 
plants, where the farmers receive $8 
per thousand for a catch. 


At the present rate of destruction 
the horseshoe crab soon will be but 
an imprint upon the memory of man, 
as the trilobite is an imprint upon 
the rocks of the earth. Unless pre- 
caution is taken it will follow in the 





path of the buffalo, the wild turkey 
and great tortoise. 





VIOLENT VOLCANO 
A TOURIST MECCA 





By G. F. TALMAN. 


YON, the volcano in the 
Philippines that broke into 
violent eruption on June 21, 
after slumbering for twenty- 
eight years, is even more famous 
for its graceful outlines than for its 
outbreaks. The late Dr. George F. 
Becker of the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey described it as ‘‘possibly 
the most symmetrically beautiful 
volcanic cone in the world.’’ It is 
much more regular in shape than 
Fuji, Japan’s picturesque mountain, 
but lacks the crowning beauty of 
snow. It is seen to good advantage 
from the sea, as its slopes begin to 
rise at the eastern shore of Albay 
Province, in southern Luzon, and 
the crater is only six miles inland, 
attaining a height of about 8,000 
feet. 

The recent eruption, like some of 
earlier years, was characterized by 
an abundant discharge of lava, 
which is reported to have destroyed 
most of the coast town of Libog, 
with a population of 7,000, and sev- 
eral small villages... Apparently the 
inhabitants of the affected district 
had timely warning of the danger 
and escaped. 

Mayén volcano was the scene of 
frequent outbreaks from the year 
1616 down to the beginning of the 
present century. Some of these 
were very destructive to life and 
property, An eruption in July, 1766, 
of six days’ duration, accompanied 
by a great flow of lava, was fol- 
lowed, in October, by a typhoon. It 
appears that the torrential rainfall 
in that storm washed immense quan- 
tities of ash,and broken lava down 
the sides. of the mountain, produc- 
ing much the same effect as an 
eruption. It was popularly believed 
that the water came from the in- 
terior of the volcano. Villages were 
swept away or buried in the flood of 
débris, and. about fifty lives were 
lost. 


The Spectacle in 1814. 


The outbreak of Feb. 1, 1814, was 
the most destructive of all, claiming 
about 1,200 lives. An eyewitness, the 
parish’ priest of Guinobatan, de 
scribed it as follows: 

“Repeated earthquakes took place 
the: night before and they continued 
during the morning of the ist. Then 
there. was a stronger shock, and at 
the same moment a cloud of smoke 
rose from the mouth of the volcano. 
The cloud rose in the form of a pyr- 
amid. and then assumed a feathery 
appearance that was very beautiful. 
As the sun was shining, the phenom- 
enon presented varied colors. The 
top was black, the centre took on 
many hues, while the sides and lower 
part appeared of an ashy tint. 

“While we were watching this we 
felt a strong earthquake, which was 
followed by loud noises and rum- 
blings. The volcano then continucd 
to vomit forth lava, and the cloud 
extended until it darkened the whole 
district. Then sparks’ and flashes 
seemed to come from the ground and 
from the cloud, so that the whole 
presented the aspect of a most ter- 
rible storm. There followed almost 
immediately a rain of large hot 
stones, which broke and burned 
whatever they fell upon. A little 
later smaller stones, sand and ashes 
were thrown out for more than three 
hours. 


“The towns of Camélig, Cagsaua 
and Budiao were entirely destroyed 
and burned, and the towns of Albay, 
Guinobatan and Bulusah but partly 
destroyed, because the ption was 
not on that side of the mountain 
and also because the wind was from 
the south. The darkness caused by 
the eruption was noticeable as far as 
Manila and Tiotto, and, according to 
some, the ashes erupted passed as 
far as China.”

350 lives were lost. There were ex- 


tensive lava -flows on the easteru 
slopes of the mountain all the way 


to the seashore. The town of Libog 


‘was partly destroyed and several 


small villages were wiped out. Ashes 
fell over a large part of Southern 
Luzon and far out at sea. A.special 
report’ on this eruption was pub- 
lished in 1898 by Father J. Coronas, 
8S. J., of Manila Observatory. 

The last eruption, prior to the one 
that has just occurred, was in March, 
1900. It began on the afternoon of 
March 1 with the ejection of large 
stones and continued with various 
degrees of violence until March 4. 
Several streams of lava descended 
the mountain. Colonel Walter Howe 
of the United States Volunteer In- 
fantry, who was in the near-by town 
of Legaspi at the time, describes the 
rumbling and roar of the volcano as 
terrifying. 

*‘All the houses in Legaspi shook,”’ 
he says, ‘“‘windows and doors rat- 
tling. The vibration and noise were 
very trying. There was no wind, and 
the clouds of smoke could be seen 
reaching far: into the heavens, per- 
haps five miles or more above the 
top of the voleano. This spread out 
and covered the town. The sun be- 
came obscured and a thin cloud of 
ashes fell constantly.’”’ 


Now a Tourist Objective. 


The singular beauty of Mayén, its 
accessibility both by land and = by 
water, and its frequent periods of 
spectacular activity have already put 
it on the tourist routes,’ and it is 
destined to be.ome an-even more 
popular show place in the future. 
The first ascent to the crater was 
made by a Sranish army offic _r in 
1823. Nowadays the mountain’ is 
often climbed, though’ the feat is not 
free from danger, as the climber 
must cross treacherous beds of loose 
cinders lying a few inches deep on 
steep slopes, and the last 500 feet of 
the ascent is an almost perpendicular 
climb. From the narrow edge of the 
crater one looks down into what ap- 
pears.to be a deep, dark well, from 
which small quantities of sulphur- 
laden vapors escape. 

Dr, Paul C. Freer, formerly direc- 
tor of the Philippine Bureau of Sci- 
ence, who ascender the volcano a 
few years ago, has written in glow- 
ing terms of the view from the sum- 
mit, which he cons‘ders. finer than 
that from the Val del Bove on 
Mount Etna.’

‘The 
Chinese -veneration for the dead, 
which is associated with the ideas of 
ancestor worship, has generally been 
considered so deeply rooted that it 
was thought this condition would 
persist as an obstacle to general 
progress. 

Ten years ago no official would 
have dared to embark upon a drastic 
course involving ‘the removal of 
graves, as the opposition from the 
masses would have prevented his 
making any headway. Now graves 
are no longer considered insurmount- 
able obstacles where they stand in 
the way of modern developments.

A PROBLEM FOR THE STORES 





Many Have ‘Special Bureaus ~to See That 
Valuables Are: Safely Returned 


HE finding’ of a string of eighty 
pearls a few weeks ago in a 
-New York department store, 
‘were appraised at $100,000, 

was only one of many incidents in 
ily routine of the lost and 
found. ureau such stores maintain. 
One. of these bureaus estimates that 
jewels, merchandise and trinkets re- 
turned by it to customers last year 
Teached a total value of $400,000. 
This was a high figure, as it included 


four pieces of unusually handsome} 


ahd expensive jewelry. 

Procedures for handling such ar- 
ticles differ in the various shops. At 
one, valuables are taken to the com- 
pany’s treasurer, who locks them in 
the office safe. If within the first 
few hours after an article is turned 
in no one appears to claim it, an ad- 


~vertisement is inserted in the daily 


papers. Should this bring no re- 
sponse other methods are tried. 

Cases of the wrong person laying 
‘claim to lost property are infrequent. 
The fact that there is this possibility, 
however, makes the stores exceed- 
ingly careful in giving out informa- 
tion. Descriptions are not given over 
the telephone. The matter must be 
handled in person. 


Almost everything from a set of 
false teeth to a single green satin 
slipper has been found among the 
“missing’’ articles sent to these bu- 
reaus. Heirlooms of small intrinsic 
but great sentimental value turn up, 
as do dozens of umbrellas forgotten 
in sunny hours and remembered 
when it rains. Saks & Co. say that 
customers frequently pick uz pieces 
of jewelry on the floor and turn them 
over to.section managers. Some re- 
fuse to leave either names or ad- 
dresses for possible rewards, while 
some are ready enough to do so. 
This store also reports that 98 per 
cent. of all lost property is returned 
to owners. 


Tracing an Owner. 


One store found an envelope con- 
taining $240 in bills. By calling up 
various banks the owner was located 
by means ofthe serial numbers of 
the bills. An empty purse found on 
the floor occasionally marks the 
trail of a pickpocket. But this is a 
matter for store detectives.

City Interested in Flying. 


Detroit expects sooner’ or’ later to 
place’ its municipal airport closer to 
the-centre-of the city than the Ford 
airport, but that project is still on 
paper and final agreement has yet 
tobe reached regarding’ a_ site. 
Meanwhile, the Ford airport, with 
its: perfectly -appointed ‘machine 
shops, amplé’ hangars, control tower 
and--terminal, comfortable’ waiting 
rooms, concrete runways,.multi-mo- 
tored passenger planes and its regu- 
‘larvairport bus service t6 the centre 
of the city (making the trip in 
thirty-five minutes), is serving very 
well.

TRANSPORT CHANGED 
FROM ‘MULE TO PLANE 
ARIJA, in Bolivia, is:to have an 
if aviation landing: -field... Three 
‘new airplanes have just arrived 
there and are to.be put: at once in 
regular service. In South America 
the town of Tarija is important., It 
lies in the neighborhood of. oil devel- 
opments, and:the petroleum caravans 
that passed into Eastern Bolivia a 
few years ago caused unusual ac- 
tivity in Tarija.

A Ford Tri-Motored Airplane in Flight From Detroit to Cleveland With Its Full Complement of Passengers Aboard, 





A NIGHT FLIGHT WIT H T HE

HE overland air journey from 
Chicago to San ‘Francisco is 
made ‘in ten-stages of) about 
200 miles each. The. present 
account will cover only the trip from 
Chicago to Salt>Lake, a‘direct dis- 
tance of 1,319 miles. The remainder 
of the trip-to ‘San Francisco’ cov- 
ering 624 miles, will be» dealt with, in 
the next article. The air transport 
over the “whole ‘route; the ‘longest 
single air. transportation.‘line ‘in the 
world, is carried on daily by. the 
Boeing Air ‘Transport ‘Company. of 
Seattle and San Francisco. 

The journey begins at the Chicago 
Municipal Airport “and ends at the 
new airport of Oakland, Cal. The 
Boeing Company has now a record of 
having ‘flown 1,400,000 air miles, and 
while it Kas lost two, passengers’ in 
deaths by crashes, it has never suf- 
fered the death of-a pilot. It’ em- 
ploys twenty-four planes, ten flying 
each way every day, ‘in five divisions. 
It has thus far ‘carried more than 
1,200 passengers, but the traffic is 
rapidly increasing, making new 
equipment. on.a' larger scale .neces- 
sary. ‘ 

It ‘has .been* said in an official 
statement ‘that Chicago is rapidly ¢2- 
veloping: ‘one of the finest systems 
of airports in' the world.’’ But there 
are no visible indications that more 
than a beginnirig in this. promising 
direction has been made: “For ‘the 
municipal. airport, eighteen miles 
from the‘ ceritre'of thé’ city, ‘makes 
a decidedly cheap and tawdry im- 
pression. 

Compared with Croydon, Le Bour- 
get, Templehof or even the airport 
of a second rate Continental city, the 
Chicago Municipal Airport.at present 
is what Hoboken is to New York. 
It has perhaps ten hangars, a small 
brick office building for the use of 
the National . Air Tratisport Com- 
pany, a small shanty for the’use of 
the supervising officials, while there 
are no rest or suitable waiting rooms, 
no restaurant, no information bu- 
regu, no public telegraph and tele- 
phone offices and no waiting taxi- 
cabs to carry passengers to the city. 

Ithad difficulties in finding’ a taxi 
willing to take me to the port, the 
location of which seemed to be un- 
known. I finally found one and we 
spent two hours in reaching our

destination. The taxi fare had run 
upto over $6. I arrived at the air- 
port several hours ahead of time, but 
I wanted opportunity for gaining 
information: 

The superintendent of the port, J. 
A. Casey; was ‘most kind ‘and, con- 
siderate. According ‘to his records 
for last month;, the number of arriv- 
ing and départing planes was. 640, 
while the number of arriving and 
departing passengers was 4,069, in- 
cluding persons taken up for sight- 
seeing purposes. A large crowd of 
people were on the grounds,to watch 
the mail planes come in. ‘ 

Among the hangars are two for 
the use of the -Thirty-second Divi- 
sion of . the. “National Guard. The 
facilities for handling the mail from 
six or séven regular air lines are 
inadequate and the cause of much 
needléss delay. ‘The San Francisco 
plane was held back for an hour and 
a half, 

The plane for the West Coast on 
which I was to leave was scheduled 
to depart at 7:50 P. M. Central Time, 
or 8:50. Daylight Saving Time. Ac- 
tually we left at 9:20 Central Time. 
It, was,'of course, quite dark by then 
and: all the lights were in operation, 
making an interesting picture for a 
start at flying by night. ‘The chief 
guide‘ light is a rotating beacon of 
4,500,000 candle power. There is no 
mooring ‘mast, but a‘ well-equipped 
though poorly housed weather office. 
It was ‘a’ beautiful night, ‘the ‘sun 
having set,in_a flaming ball of fire. 
A little boy selling peanuts. said: 
‘Mister, I wish I was going, too.’’ 


Eleven Years Without Casualty. 


My pilot was S. T. Kaufman, an 
airman. with ‘eleven years’ experi- 
ence, free, from casualties... The 
plane had ‘accommodations . for, two 
passengers jin an enelosed cabin;, but 
I was alone.

We! left Rocky Springs at about 
7:15 A. M., Mountain Time. Here 
we took on a’ new passenger, replac- 
ing a pilot who had come aboard at 
Cheyenhe. He was a business man 
who told me that he frequently 
makes the'journey to Salt Lake by 
air ‘to save time. Green River, a 
substantial..stream,, was crossed at 
an altitude of 7,800 feet. High moun- 
tains appeared in the far distance. 
The country below looked desolate. 

The plane went higher, to an alti- 
tude of 9,000 feet. It was a marvel- 
ous panorama below.

New Road Denotes Trust. 


It...i4s no -wonder that all down 
ihrough the. ages. men have. gone 
meekly around the .ends.,.. Roman 
Generals, the. Moors and the Visi- 
goths sent their armies to skirt the 
edge of the Atlantic or the Mediter- 
ranean, where. the mountains. taper 
down. to the water's. edge. Two 
thousand years ago, as today, the 
best. way was down from Bordeaux 
to Bayonne and along the coast past 
Biarritz to Hendaye and Irun, or up 
from Barcelona, hugging the shore 
of the Mediterranean and_ skirting 
innumerable. bays of. sapphire and 
ivory. 

Across the mountains there are & 
few: passes. known. to shepherds. and 
peasants; but there is no road, and 
consequently no communication, be- 
tween Central France and Central 
Spain, and ‘that ‘has bothered every

through the customs and’ change 
trains, for it is a physical impos- 
sibility for any train, however am- 
bitious, fo run from France into 
Spain. ‘The Spanish raifways were 
started Iong before the present era 
of international ‘trustfulmess, and 
they are of broader gauge than any 
others in Europe with the exception 
of those of Russia. The State had 
no mind to make it possible for 
conquering armies to move into 
their. country by way of their own 
railroad tracks. So tourist and wheat 
and sheep must be transshipped. 

The line will be used chiefly for 
short trips and for freight, as well 
as for fostering that vague com- 
modity known as “international 
good-will.” It is not in the least in- 
tended as a substitute route from 
Paris to Madrid. One might make 
the. journey, but the trains would 
searcely. be attuned to tourist ideas 
of speed or comfort. The actual 
distance is shorter, but because of 
heavy grades and sharp curves the 
trains must go far more slowly. 

Yet for a person who js in Pau 
and possessed of patience and curi- 
osity, the trip is worth while if only 
because of its contrasts. So often 
those international boundaries ‘which 
are black lines on a map are in- 
visible in actuality, and one has the 
disappointed feeling that countries 
which a geography showed pleasant- 
ly pink and blue are deceitfully alike 
when one comes.to the border line 
between them, 

There is no chance for such con- 
fusion .on the new line.

and with a truly Napoleonic gesture 
planned not one route into Spain but 
eight, decreeing them by imperial 
edict. But even Napoleon found it 
easier to decree than to build. The 
engineering difficulties were enough, 
but he had to deal with a rebellious 
people into the bargain. 


The early plans had all called for 
a road which would allow the passage 
of mule-teams, ox-carts, post-chaises 
and whatever’ other slow vehicles 
with freight or fast ones with passen- 
gers desired to make so hazardous a 
journey. Suddenly the ‘world was 
filled with steam engines, and rail- 
road trains began puffing their way 
up and down the country. They. went 
all of sixteen miles an hour and the 
people of the French Pyrenees great- 
ly desired one for their very own. 


The matter was debated and report- 
ed. The companies said it would be 
best to. go to the border by way of 
Bayonne, sliding down through the 
valleys and along the flat land and 
avoiding all but a foothill or two. 
The Deputies, thinking in terms of 
commerce and constituents, insisted 
that the line should go through the 
centre of the country and open up 
land-locked valleys. 


Fourteen Tunnels on Line. 


Unfortunately, as a French engi- 
neer’s report puts it, a railroad is 
composed of two elements—rails and 
an engine. It is hard-to lay rails up 
narrow valleys and over such steep 
passes as the Pyrenees offer, but it 
can be done. Then the engines must 
climb the rails. And there they 
stuck. The engines of 1860 were toy 
things with fat bodies and huge 
smokestacks, more noisy than power- 
ful, and quite incapable of puffing 
up any but the gentlest grade. Not 
even the Parliament could send them 
up the steep slopes of the Pyrenees. 
So the railroad went to the border by 
way of Bayonne and the flat land at 
the edge of the Atlantic, and 
again the trans-Pyreneean project 
slumbered. 

But this time it was a restless sleep 
broken by various studies; the 
reports of ambitious engineers who 
wanted to bujid the line for their own 
glory; the arguments of diplomats 
who felt that: it should be done only 
as the joint project of France and 
Spain. It entered on its modern 
phase in 1881, when. the Spanish 
Cabinet signed a decree. authorizing 
a railroad. from Huesca to France 
through Samport,

the strugglesihave been many. Con- 
flicting plans and ambitions, engi- 
neering difficulties, snow and rock 
and landslides, finances and the lack 
of.them, inadequate machinery—the 
railroad builders have been faced 
with them all. .On top of what might 
be called the normal hazards.of. the 
job came the World War, which de- 
layed the work at least ten years. 

Samport Tunnel, whose official 
opening on July I7 marks the begin- 
ning of service over this line, is only 
one of fourteen which have been dug 
on. the way through the mountains; 
but it is the one which crosses the 
frontier and therefore the one which 
gets all the glory. From an engineer- 
ing standpoint it is a tremendous 
thing, more than four miles long and 
built at an altitude of about 3,600 
feet. 

The tunnel,.as well as the rest of 
the> line, owes its existence to mod- 
ern inventions. At least the men 
who have carried it through say that 
if steam were the only available 
means of propulsion now, as in 1881, 
the cost of building and of opera- 
tion would have been utterly prohibi- 
tive. It is only because electric 
engines have been invented and be- 


cause all along the line there are 
rapid little streams turning wheels 
and generating current that the line 
is Electric engines can 
climb steeper grades at lower cost 
with the current close at hand. 


Within a year after the opening of 
this first sub-Pyrenean railway ati-

Many generations have yielded up 
their .secrets to modern engineers. 
The: second road will run from Bar- 
celona, and the border tunnel will be 
at -Puymorens,; which is very close 
to. the fabled: little “Republic of 
Andorra. It will make possible a 
tourist. circle through the French 
Pyrenees, past Tarascon and Aix-les- 
Thermes and out to Perpignan. Or 
one’ may ‘drop down into Spain 
through ..Puigcerda.and Ripoll and 
the ancient country of Aragon, with 
its hidden valleys and its untouched 
villages. 

Still a third line is planned to go 
south from St. Girone through the 
border tunnel of Salau, but no date 
has been set for its opening and 
much ef the project is still confined 
to engéseers’ blueprints.

STORY OF A SOLDIER’S BRAVERY. 
PERPETUATED FOR HIS REGIMENT 





F all the heroic deeds accom- 
O plished by Americans in winning 

the Medal of Honor, probably 
none stands a better chance of per- 
petuation than that performed by 
Private Louis Gedeon of the Nine- 
teenth Infantry, who ‘defended his 
Captain, single-handed and alone, 
near Amia, Cebu, in the Philippine 
Islands; on Feb. 4, 1900.*" His brav- 
ery has been perpetuated in a paint- 
ing which hangs from the walls of 
the commanding officer of the régi- 
ment, now stationed at Schofield 
Barracks, Hawaii, and every new ar- 
rival is formally introduced to the 
picture at a ceremony during which 
the details of Gedeon’s exploit are 
recited in full. 

Captain E. D. Smith of Company, 
G@, the Nineteenth Infantry, with 
thirty-one men of his company, went 
on a scouting expedition to Fort 
Amia on Feb. 4, 1900, to try to cap- 
ture Maxilor; the insurgent leader 
of ‘the Island of Cebu; according to 
the official records. Leaving the 
town of Sogod that morning, Captain 
Smith and his detachment marched 
inte the mountains over. difficult 
tras and very rugged country. Late 
in the afternoon, after the detach- 
ment had. covered about sixteen 
miles; Captain Smith noticed a group 


of nipa houses on a hil} about a mile 
away. 

Halting his detachment, Captain 
Smith proceeded with Private Gedeon 
to inspect the houses with a view 
toward quartering his men there that 
night. When they were within two 
or three hundred yards of the houses 
insurgents concealed in the bushes 
fired a volley at them. Captain 
Smith fell, mortally wounded. Pri- 
vate Gedeon returned the fire and 
held back the insurgents until relief 
arrived. Captain Smith died the next 
day. 

Gedeon was rewarded with a Medal 
of Honor with the following citation: 
“For most distinguished gallantry in 
action near Mount Amia, Cebu, P. L, 
on Feb. 4, 1900, in defending, single- 
handed and alone, his Captain, who 
had been mortally wounded, against 
an overwhelming force of the 
enemy.’’ 

The painting commemorating the 
heroic act of Gedeon was made by 
Sidney H. Reisenberg for. Harper’s 
Weekly and was afterward presented 
to the regiment... Gedeon, who origi- 
nally came. from Pittsburgh, is now 
in. the Soldiers’ Home, Washington, 
D. C., having retired from the army 
on. April 5, 1923.

ieee of the Versailles Treaty and the Socialists’ Faithful 
Performer of Ungrateful Tasks Undertakes the 
Guiding of a New Government

OR the second time Hermann 

Miiller has become Chancellor 

of the German Republic against 

his will. Yielding reluctantly 
to the entreaties of the Socialist 
Party, he has accepted a position 
that must have seemed to him any- 
thing but attractive under the cir- 
cumstances. As a result of their 
notable victory in the recent elec- 
tions, the Socialists returned to the 
Reichstag as the strongest party, and 
’ it was logical that the new Coalition 
Cabinet replacing the Marx Ministry 
should be headed by one of their 
representatives. 

None of the other Socialist leaders 
was willing to embark upon the ven- 
ture. Otto Braun refused to ex- 
change the easy chair of a Prussian 
Prime Minister for the much less 
comfortable seat of a Chancellor. 
Other leaders of the German Social 
Democracy, whom President Hinden- 
burg consulted, gave more or less 
cogent reasons why they could not 
undertake the formation of a new 
Cabinet. Thus Herr Miiller found 
himself in a situation exactly like 
that preceding his first Chancellor- 
ship: he had to sacrifice himself for 
the sake of his party and to accept 
the position because there was no 
one else to take it. 

The Chancellor’s Unselfishness. 

This willingness to sacrifice him- 
self, this unselfish readiness to take 
upon himself unpleasant responsibili- 
ties shunned by everybody else, is 
one of the most significant traits of 
the new German Chancellor. It has 
been the most powerful lever in the 
career of the man who within the 
short span of twelve years rose from 
an unknown party organizer to For- 
eign . Minister, head of Germany’s 
most powerful political party, and 
finally Chancellor. In 
life of post-war Germagiy it fell. ta) 
Hermann Miiller to play the rél of | 
the man who can alway@ Be coun 
upon to carry out an ungrateful 
necessary mission. Thé story of ae 
rise is the stcry of a man“whose suc- 
cess is based updn a series of hon- 
orable failures. 

It was a sense of duty that made 
a Social Democrat and a politician 
of Hermann Miiller. His father, a 
tradesman in Mannheim, wanted him 
to become a merchant and sent the 
boy to Frankfort and Breslau to 
learn the practical elements of busi- 
ness. It was at a time when patri- 
archal relation between employers 
and ‘‘white collar’’: employes began 
to loosen and to give way.to a:pattle 
fought entirely along the lines of 
class struggle. 
Miller became interested in the’ 
movement of his fellow-workers, 
joined their organization and at- 
tempted to convince his own em- 
ployer of the necessity of raising 
salaries.. The only result of this ac- 
tion was that Hermann Miiller, not 
yet 20 years of age, was discharged. 
The boy, already saturated with 
socialistic ideas, turned his back on 
all commercial professions and be- 
came an organizer for the Socialist 
Party. 

Not a Journalistic Success. 


As he seemed to be ambitious, the 
Saxony branch of the party sent 
him to Gorlitz as managing editor 
of the Volkszeitung, an insignificant 
sheet supported by the party. He 
did not reveal any particular talent 
for journalism. His style was dry 
and colorless—and it has not become 
better since—but he was an excellent 
organizer and a hard worker. As he 
acquired knowledge in the field of 
political economy, he rose sco in 
the party.

region of central New Hampshire. 

Shortly beyond White Plains the 
motorist enters the region of lakes 
and reservoirs of Westchester 
County. Route 22 will be followed as 
far as Katonah, where it is advis- 
able, because of construction work, 
to keep to the left across Croton 
Lake and then right again through 
Somers, rejoining Route 22 at Croton 
Falls. Good, smooth surfaces will 
now be found via Brewster, Paw- 
ling, Amenia and Millerton to Hills- 
dale, where a right turn on Route 23 
leads eastward across the Massachu- 
setts State line and thence along 
Route 17 to Great Barrington. This 
alternate by way of Hillsdale is 
slightly longer than the more popu- 
lar route through Lakeville and 
Canaan, but the latter is under con- 
struction and may cause delays. 

Great Barrington, the first of the 
Berkshire resorts, was once the 
home of William Cullen Bryant, 
while Stockbridge, only seven miles 
further north, was the home of the 
Field brothers, Cyrus W., who laid 
the first Atlantic cable, and Stephen, 
who patented the first trolley car. 

Not far beyond Stockbridge is its 
fashionable neighbor, Lenox. 

Just north of Lenox is Pittsfield, 
the county seat and junction of 
several important highways. Tour- 
ists will be interested in seeing the 
former home of Henry W. Longfel- 
low on East Street. Also the house 
where Oliver Wendell Holmes once 
spent his Summers and wrote some 
of his most celebrated poems. 

Since the direct;.read-.to~ North, 
Adams will *be~ under “construction 
most of the Summer between Pitts- 
field and Dalton, the preferable route 
is U. 8S. Highway 7 to Williamstown. 
It has the attraction of affording a 
visit to Williams College: “Here; the 
tourist must choose; between two 
main highways.

Many motorists to the White Moun- 
tains use the direct route that fol- 
lows the Connecticut River through 
Brattleboro, Bellows Falls and White 
River Junction. But a more pleasing 
diversification of scenery is viewed 
along the alternate route passing 
through Keene to Sunapee Lake. 
Less than fifty miles to the east of 
Sunapee is @ group of larger lakes 
of which Winnepesaukee and Squam 
Lakes are the most:important: 

Directly north of the lakes lie the 
White Mountains, reached by a road 
leading through the famous Franco- 
nia Notch. From 6ne”point’ on ‘this 
highway there is a superb view of 
the “Old Man of the Mountain,”’ that 
majestic face of stone immortalized 
by Hawthorne.

Federal Commission to Hear Why: Doomed Broadcasters Should Not 
Go Off the Air Aug. 1—Prediction Made That More Than 
Fifty. Transmitters Will Be Eliminated 


VERYTHING ‘is in readiness at 
the capital for what has come 
to be known as the “‘trial’’ Mon- 
day, July 9, by the Federal Radio 
Commission of the 162 smaller radio 
stations slated for-removal “Aug. 1 
unless they can show cause why they 
should not be thus dealt with.’ Char- 
acterizing this public hearing as a 
“trial’? may also have been suggested 
by Senator William H. King of Utah 
designating the proceedings as a fore- 
runner..of a ‘‘wholesale execution.’’ 
Of. the stations whose right to 
broadcast has been questioned thir- 
ty-six are located in the Eastern zone, 
which’ includes New York; thirty in 
the zone including Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Michigan and others 
adjacent, ninety-one in the Middle 
Western zone, which takes in Chi- 
cago, and five in the far Western 
zone. No stations were cited in the 
Southern zone, which is considerably 
below its broadcasting quota, 


The names of but sixteen protest- 
ing stations have been entered on the 
temporary docket. They are WLOE; 
Chelsea, ~Mass.; WMES, Boston, 
Mass.; WEVD, New York City; 
WIBA, Madison,.Wis.; WCWK, Fort 
Wayne, Ind.; WMBB, Homewood, 
Ill.; WDZ, Tuscola, Ill.; WGL, Se- 
caucus, N. J.; KGCA, Decorah, 
Iowa; WLBC, Muncie, Ind.; WHBY, 
West. De Pere, Wis.; WMAY, St. 
Louis; WEBW, Beloit, Wis.; WHPP, 
Englewood Cliffs, N. J.; WAAT, Jer- 
sey City, and WBBC, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

However, since the commission has 
not made it mandatory that advance 
notice be given by any station which 
expects to have a representative pres- 
ent, many more will doubtless be on 
hand.

This con- 
sisted in designing and perfecting a 
high frequency alternator, one of 
Fessenden’s greatest contributions to 


com- | to impinge the human voice upon the 
waves, thus sending out human voice 
as well as dots and dashes. Thus it 
was that in 1908 the voice was broad- 
cast from Brant Rock. 

One of the most interesting things 
at the Brant Rock-station was the 
tower. It was made of steel in 100- 
foot sections, the top being 420 feet 
above the ground. To ascend one 
climbed wp its hollow inside by 
means of irom rungs, and from the 
top not only could the surrounding 
country be seen for miles, but the 
floor of the ocean likewise became 
visible for a considerable distance. 

The base of the tower, the only 

part now standing, was likewise a 
curious affair; consisting of four 
concrete slabs placed one on the 
other with layers of large tile insula- 
tors between each slab. On its top 
was a large iron ball which formed 
the ball and socket joint upon which 
the huge tower rested. 
The heat of the sun would cause 
the tower to expand, and. toward 
evening it would lean in the direction 
of the sunset, only to straighten up 
again as the chill of the night air 
cooled it off. Another peculiar thing 
about this early tower was that the 
whole structure was charged with a 
strong current of electricity when 
sending was being done. Yet one 
could safely stay inside’the tower ‘al- 
though an electric light bulb held in 
the hand .would»dight up from the 
current in the air around it.

in the country, where electricity 

is not available, have a Freed- 
Eiseman receiver, Model F. E. 15, 
which is now using five 301-A tubes, 
‘with 90 volts ““B” battery. I.wish to 
improve on the tone quality by the 
addition of the proper tube without 
increasing the “B” battery above 90 
volts, if this is possible. No increase 
in volume is desired. Will you kindly 
iet me know if this is possible and 
what tube to use? It is my under- 
standing that the 171 tube will work 
on 90 volts, but I am wondering what 
the results will be, as the batteries 
decline and the voltage drops con- 
siderably before they are replaced. 
Kindly keep this in mind when an- 
swering.—S. 8S. 8S. ANSWER—A 
power tube in the last audio ampli- 
fier socket will aid in improvement 
of tonal quality, but it will be neces- 
sary to increase the “B” voltage to 
at least 135 for best results. The 
volume increase will be slight, and 
there will be no difficulty in con- 
trolling it in the usual way. LBither 
a 112-A or 171-A type of tube can be 
utilized... If. the 112-A tube is em- 
ployed the ““B’’ voltage should be 136 
volts and the “‘C”’ voltage 9%. The 
171-A for most efficient operation re- 
quires 180 volts “B” and 40% volts 
“Cc.” If the 171-A is used with 135 
volts “B,” the “C” voltage 27. The 
output efficiency of either tube is far 
below normal if only 90 volts ‘‘B’’ is 
used. 


QUESTION—I have a Zenith set. 
Recently I acquired a Farrand 180- 
volt. “B” eliminator. ‘When turning 
on the receiver there is a noise in the 
speaker like workmen riveting an 
iron beam unless the filament switch 
is turned on as far as it will go. 
When the: volume control is com- 
pletely turned on the stations come 
in so loudly that Iam afraid the 
neighbors will. rush in and tear the 
set to pieces. Turning the loop away 
from the station does not decrease 
the volume sufficiently. .How can 
this evil be remedied?—E. 8S.  AN- 
SWER—The trouble known as *“‘mo- 
tor boating’’ is probably taking place.

cured by the same remedy, but one 
of the best tests is to place an audio 
frequency choke coil in the detector 
plate lead between the eliminator and 
the set, then connect a two micro- 
farad by-pass or filter condenser be- 
tween the set side of the choke coil 
and ground. if the trouble is not cor- 
rected try this combination in turn 
in each of the other “‘B” plus leads 
to the set. 


QUESTION-—I have a Radiola No. 
18, and have recently noticed when 
disconnecting either antenna or 
ground wires no change in the vol- 
ume or tuning of the set takes place. 
I have ‘checked all connections, also 
my antenna, which is 75 feet long. I 
live in Flatbush. Why does the set 
act this way?—-W. H. W. ANSWER 
—In regions where a station is nor- 
mally received loud there may be 
enough pick-up by the coils of the set 
or by the lighting lines to make the 
signal as loud with as without the 
antenna. The setting of the tuning 
condensers should not change by 
any noticeable amount when the an- 
tenna and ground wires are removed, 
because the first tuned circuit in the 
set is the only.one to which the an- 
tenna is attached. The setting ofthe 
following radio stages will therefore 
remain practically the same. 


QUESTION —I have a three-tube 
radio set which uses dry-cell tubes. 
I would like ta change it to use stor- 
age battery tubes. Will it be neces- 
sary to change the transformers and 


rheostats?—F. J. M. ANSWER—The. 


transformer need not be changed, but 
new rheostats should be installed. 
The resistance of each must be de- 
termined by the number of tubes 
each rheostat must control. Thus, if 
one 201-A is to be controlled by one 
rheostat from a source of 6-volt ‘‘A’’ 
current, its resistance must be about 
20 to 30 ohms. If two 201-A’s are to 
be controlled with one rheostat its re- 
sistance need be only half, or 10 to 15 
ohms, for average use.

WRIGHT TRIUMPES: 


IN DIAMOND SGULLS 


Wins by Length From Lee’in 
Henley Classic, Regaining — 
Trophy for Canada. 


FAST TIME OF .8:24 MADE 


Premier Baldwin From Umpire’s 
Launch Sees Thames R. C. 
Capture Challenge Cup.

HENAEY, England, July 7.—Joe 
Wright Jr., Toronto, won the .Dia- 
mond Sculls today, defeating R..T. 
Lee, Oxford, by a Jength in'8 min- 
utes 24 seconds. 

It was a reversal of the 1927: de- 
cision in the premier singles event 
when the 21-year-old Canadian lost 
in the final. when his oar became en- 
tangled in a punt rope near the fin- 
ish line. 

Both Wright and Lee received a 
tremendous ovation as they’ sculled 
to. the starting post and the race 
justified the early cheers. 

At the start Lee was stroking 35 
to the minute and Wright 34. Wright 
soon. forged ahead and led by a 
length at the first signal. He. in- 
creased his advantage to two. anda 
quarter lengths at the second signal 
and at Fawley in 4° minutes 1 sec- 
ond he was still. two lengths ahead. 


‘Wright’s Lead ’ Reduced. 


Lee came back and at the mile had 
reduced the Canadian’s lead to one 


and-a-half lengths. Lee continued to/ 


fight but Wright had the race well 
in hand and his advantage could not 
be. overcome, 

As the scullers approached the fin- 
ishing post and it was obvious that 
the Canadian was the winner, the 
band struck up ‘‘The Maple. Leaf 
Forever.”” Joe Wright Sr. was pre- 
sented to Prince George and mem- 
bers of the Henley committee. 

It, was. the second Canadian victory 
in the event. Captain Louw Scholes; 
Toronto, won in 1904. Wright's time 
today was fourteen seconds slower 
than the record, held by F.. 8S. Kelley 
of the Leander Rowing Club, Lon- 
don, 

Wright is the son of Joe Wright 
Sr.,;: ‘who acted as his son’s coach 
and was a famous sculler in. his 
younger days. ‘Joe Wright; Sr., now 
an.Alderman in’ Toronto, was for- 
merly a rowing coach in the United 
States.
